To increase his popu- 
larity among deaf-mutes and to help 
him along In society with them, he 
generously invited all the deaf-rautesof 

this city to his stopping place one 

evening some time ago, In spite of 

short notice, over thirty deaf-mutes 
weiil, and toe-ether with the minister 
and his friends, enjoyed themselves 
hugely in a commodious parlor, which 
could hold ti ft v more. His name is Key. 
Mr. Stanley Searing, and he is well 
known in Philadelphia, lie is a warm 
id Of Rev. Mr. SyJe. 

On the evening of Jantnfty 80th, the

d abilities, neither to be de- 
pended upon alone, but both together, 
women possess only one or the 

other. According to the laws of 
nature, women arc not entitled to the 

privileges that men have, and accord- 
ing to the Bible, their efforts shall be 

to please their husbands, and the 
husbands shall rule oyer them. Those 
women, who have shown abilities 
equal to men, are exceptions, just as 
men, who oould omen, 

are exceptions. The judges, com- 
posed of ladies, declared the debate I 
draw.
